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SPEECH AGAIN, 


Monroe Pritz Shouts 
Thanks to Doctors in the 
City Hospital. 


In the City Hospital Friday Monroe 
Pritz insisted on repeating his thanks 
to the physicians for restoring his 
speech by cutting away a section of 
his skull. Every time a doctor ap- 
peared in the ward Pritz would shout 
at him to prove that he could talk. 
The operation that restered Pritz’s 
speech was delicate. Two months ago 
he was struck on the left side of the 
head with a billiard cue, and his’ skull 
was depressed. 

The pressure on the brain paralyzed 
the nerves that pass behind the ear 
to the jaw and control the speech. It 
also paralyzed the nerve controlling the 
tengue. The blow left Pritz as speech- 
less as an infant. 

Dr. Kirchner found by examination 
that Pritz had a depressed fracture 
of the skull, and that an operation was 
necessary to restore his speech. The 
surgeons laid bare the skull over the 
fracture, and bored small holes at each 
end of it. Then with miniature silver 
crow bars they pried up the depressed 
section of the skull, relieving the pres- 
sure on the brain. 

As soon as Pritz passed from under 
the effects of the anesthetic he began 
talking, and has been keeping up a cen- 
stant chatter ever since. He is so glad 
he can talk that he is afraid to stop, 
lest he again lose his speech. 

“Tt's a fine thing to be able to talk,” 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “T 
never knew how to appreciate speech 
until I lost mine. I am going to tel) al] 
my friends in Illinois how splendidly 
your doctors in St. Louis treated me.

NOTES SMUGGLED OUT 


Help of Powers Prayed For to 
End Anarchy in the 
Capital. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26-—The State 
Department still is without information 
from Caldera, the Américan Vice-Consul 
at Managua, and the strong inference 
is that his dispatches have been in- 
térrupted by the Nicaraguan efficials 
at the direction ef President Zelaya. 

The department has no doubt that 
Caldera has attempted to communi- 
cate with it several time in the last 
week. Owing te the absence of spe- 
cific information which was seught to 
be obtained through Vice-Consul Cal- 
dera and other agencies, the officials 
here undoubtedly will delay further ac- 
tion. 

A dispatch received from Bluefields 
reassurés the United States that Ameri- 
can interests or American citizens are 
not being interfered with by the revo- 
lutionary army. In effept the dispatch 
states that great care is being exer- 
cised to protect American interests. 

The advices add that the steamer Dic- 
tator, belonging to the Bluefields Steam- 
ship Co., which came into the posses- 
sion of the revolutionary forces about 
a week ago, was detained only one day 
and that such detention was only for 
the purpose of examining the vessel 
with a view to determining whether 
she carried contraband goods. The de- 
lay, it is said, resulted in no damage 
to the steamship company. J ; 

It also is reported that Amelio Espi- 
nosa of the revolutionary provisional 
government has given up his post as 
Minister-General, It generally is un- 
derstood that Espinosa, a brother of 
the former Minister from Nicaragua to 
the United States, who recently re- 
signed, will be elected President of the 
new republic under Gen. Estrada should 
the revolution be successful.

JAILS FILLED TO CAPACITY 
AND PALACE IS A FORTRESS

PANAMA, Nov. 26.—Letters written 
at Managua and smuggled on board a 
steamer at Corinto arrived here today, 
bringing the first authentic and trust- 
worthy news from the capital of Nicar- 
agua that has reached here in several 
days. 

The letters say that the situation at 
Managua is chaotic beyond description. 
President Zelaya has surrounded him- 
self with a strong guard of picked loy- 
alists and the presidential palace is a 
fortress. Martial law is enforced with 
a rigorous hand and all shops are 
closed at sunset. 

Crowds that gather on the streets 
are dispersed with bayonets. Hundreds 
of men suspected of sympathizing with 
the revolutionists have been arrested 
and thrown into prison. The jails are 
overflowing and many prisoners are 
being guarded in ether buildings. 

All Communication Cat Off. 

It is impossible to communicate with 
the outside world from Managua either 
by mail or telegraph, except by permis- 
sion of the Government, and lately that 
permission has not been given to any- 
one. 

All mail deposited in the Managua 
posteffice is opened and inspected by 
the Government and as a general rule 
confiscated. No mail arriving at Ma- 
nagua is delftvered until it Ras been 
opened by the censor, and ff ft contains 
the slightest reference to the revolution 
it is destroyed. No foreign newspapers 
are allowed to enter the ceuntry and 
all copies which fall into the hands oj 
Zelaya’s officials are burned. No news- 
papers have been delivered through the 

agua postoffice since the revolutien 
broke out. 

The telegraph office is under the cem- 
plete control of Zelaya and no mes- 
Sages can be sent unless they have his 
“O K.” When a message is filed at the 
telegraph office it is .sent immediately

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THAW LOSES IN 
WALL STREET 13 
EVELYN PLAINT 


Wife Says She She Knows Broker 
‘Who Handles Stock and 
Race Commissions. 


QUARREL AT ASYLUM! 


Proposed Suit to Annul Mar- 
riage Results in a Heated 
Controversy. 


NEW- YORK, Nov. 26.—‘‘Harry Thaw 
gambles in Wall Street. He bets on 


the horse races. He loses his money 
in speculation. If he does these things, 
why shouldn't he provide for me—his 
‘wife?’’ 

This statement was made today by 
Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw in telling of 
her visit to Thaw at the Matteawan 
Asylum yesterday, which resulted in 
his snubbing her. 

“Thaw asked me to call on him,” 
she continued, “I went to the asylum. 
I begged him to agree to my suing for 
an annulment of our mariage, without 
his contesting it. He would not do so.”’ 

In telling her troubles, it was re- 
marked that Mrs. Thaw continually re- 
ferred to her husband as “Thaw,” not 

“Harry”, or “Mr. Thaw,” but as 
“Thaw” and with an icy fringe to her 
voice. 
Quarrel About Furniture. 

‘The first thing Thaw said to me, 4 
she said, ‘‘was that he wanted the fur- 
niture of my apartment sent to Mattea- 
wan for his use. I pleaded with him, 
but he was determined, and even 
threatened to send the Sheriff if I did 
not voluntarily send him the stuff. I 
then told him that as I was helpless 
and could not work while bearing his 
name, *that he should help me obtain 
annulment of our marriage, but he re- 
fused to talk about that. In fact, he 
seemed unable to get his mind off the 
furniture. 

‘Y don’t know what to do. Today I 
am allowed $70 a week and jas soon as I 
try to buy everything i my own name 
merchants charge me four times the 
regular price, and $70 is like $17. 

“Thaw has plenty of money and he is 
squandering it. He is playing Wall 
street and the races, and I know the 
name of the man in New York who is 
acting as his agent in his gambling. 
Furthermore, he is losing money. And 
in addition to this he donates money to 
churches and he denies me—his wife— 
what I need to live on. I feel sorry for 
him. I believe that he is not responsi- 
ble and that he is badly advised.”’ 

Thaw Is Dumbfounded. 

Evelyn Thaw, accompanied by her 
brother, Howard Nesbit, visited her 
husband for the first time in a year 
yesterday afternoon. 

As visitors are not usually allowed to 
se? patients on holidays she was obliged 
to send in her card. In response to the 
call. Harry went to the reception room. 
He was apparently dumbfounded by the 
sight of his wife, and the only remark 
he could make was: 

“You here, Evelyn?” 

Her response was merely: 
here, Harry.” 

The two then engaged in conversa- 
tion. 

In the midst of the talk, Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw, the prisoner’s mother, 
accompanied by her maid, arrived on 
the usual daily visit. They carried sev- 
eral baskets of good things for Harry’s 
Thanksgiving. 

Mrs. Thaw was as greately astonished 
as her son at the visit of his wife. They 
exchanged greetings, however, and 
after a few minutes Harry Thaw, his 
wife and mother, were engaged in an 
animated discussion. 

At the conclusion of. the conversation 
the younger Mrs. Thaw was apparently 
displeased. She said as she arose from 
her chair: 

‘I'll never come to sea you again,” 
She and her brother, Howard, then 
took the carriage back to the railroad 
station and boarded a train for the city. 

Defended by Hotel Man. 

When Eyelyn Thaw returned to Fish- 
kill Landing she went to the Riverview 
Hotel and asked the proprietor: 

“Have I ever been guilty of any im- 
proper actions in your hotel?’’ 

The answer was in the negative. 

Although her purpose is not definitely 
known, it is supposed she is preparing 
to bring suit for divoree, which she has 
threatened to institute. 

Evelyn Thaw had not visited her hus- 
band at the asylum since Nov. 24, 1908. 
On that occasion she had a talk of sev- 
eral hours with him and they parted 
apparently the best of friends.

Powell revealed her own compelling 
genius—I have seldom heard a finer ex- 
ample of violin forcefulness or seen a 
player more utterly task-enwrapt—and 
it was here, too, that she scored her 
most triumphant stroke with her audi- 
ence. The success of her evening was 
overwheélming—it was not strange that 
her dark and earnest face suddenly 
gleamed with the most radiant of 
smiles as the house’s thunderous ap- 
plause came to her when the final Tor 
Aulin note was drawn from her fiddle- |} 
strings, lovingly, and she stood silent, her | § 
mission of the night completed. Bringing 
to us tes master of music, she had 
made us love him at the first hearing.

At’*the instance of the Board of Edu- 
cation, two physicians examined every 
pupil entering the Dozier School Fri- 
day for symptoms of scarlet fever. One 


examination was made in the morning 
and another at 1 p. m. 

One of the physicians was Dr. James 
Stewart, head of the department of 
hygiene of the Board of Education. His 
assistant was Dr. Francis J. Sullivan, 
who was recently a senior surgeon at 
the City Hospital. Dr. Sullivan  re- 
mained at the school during the morn- 
ing for a thorough inspection. Every 
pupil was passed upon by the physi- 
cians. 

“The physicians were on the outlook 
for any incipient case of scarlet fever,”’ 
said Principal Gunnerson. ‘They were 
to note from the physical appearance 
of each pupil whethér any symptom of 
the disease was present.

Mrs: James G. Nugent of 5847 Maple 
avenue said she would wait until Mon- 
day to send her three children back to 
school. 

“A mother can’t be t60 careful in a 
case like this,"”’ she said>- ‘‘My little 
daughter Lulu had scarlet fever once, 
and I have a horror of the disease. I 
withdrew my children Tuesday on the 
advice of my brother, Dr. F. W. Pat- 
ten. He says the danger is over with 
the fumigation of the school.”’ 

Mrs. J. B. Webb, 927 Laurel street, 
will keep her two daughters out for 10 
days. She says: “I am taking ne 
chances.”’ 

Mrs. I, G. Shyrock, 934A Laurel street, 
gives the same reason for declining to 
re-enter her son and daughter at the 
school before Monday.

THE BANKING PROBLEM. 
. In an address before the St. Louis Chapter © 

the American Institute of Banking, J. P, Huston 
of Marshall declared a condition that the long 
delay of Congress in dealing with currency legis- 
lation is mainly due to the apathy of the pank- 
ers of the country, or to their inability to agree 
upon the kind of legislation desired. He is re 
ported as saying: de 

“When the banking fraternity agree among t 

selves upon a sound and practical currency sept 
and do courageous missionary work in pbuilding up : 
sound public sentiment, the time will not be far vies 
when Congress will hear their cry and enact suc 

currency legislation as will not call for constant 


apology.” 


has been halting and marking time with end- 
less discussions of this issue, solely because the 
banking fraternity cannot agree as to what it 
wishes. There has been, however, a suspicion in 
the popular mind that one of the reasons of de- 
lay is that the bankers have asked for some- 
thing that Congress knows they ought not to 
have. It is generally believed that it is the bank- 
ing fraternity which has all these years stood 
in the way of the establishment of a postal sav- 
ings bank; and it is further believed that the 
big banks are asking privileges not in accord 
with the general welfare. 

One of the reasons for these suspictons is that 

the bankers do not put forward any definite plan 
for public consideration and discussion. It looks 
as if arrangements were being made for some- 
thing like snap judgment in the end and the 
hasty passage under the lash of Cannon and Al- 
drich of some measure concocted in committee 
and not understood by the country. 
The hot quarrel between Cannor and Fowler 
on this question may be one of personal antag- 
onism merely, but to outsiders it looks as if there 
were big politics behind it. At any rate, it is 
time for a banking bill to be brought into the 
limelight. The subject has been talked of for 
upwards of twenty years. It was one of the 
dominant issues of the time when John Sherman 
was alive and when Aldrich was sitting on the 
back seats of the Senate and taking orders from 
his seniors. It is time to settle it; but it cannot 
be settled by an agreement of the banking fra- 
ternity. The people must have a say in it. 
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William Rockefeller sayg that not for the sake 
of himself and his colleagues of the Standard 
Oil Co. only, but for the sake of all «.mericans, 
and in a spirit of genuine altruism, he will bo 
glad to have the Supreme Court of the United 
States interpret the Sherman act and tell him 
what it means. And so say we all of us. 
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GONE TO SEED. 
There was not enough room in the House of 
Lords to seat the peers who came in from the 
golf links and the hunt to listen to stabs Rose- 
bery’s speech. 
It was a sorry confession. Ordinarily, the 
peers present are a few exceptional men like 
Lord Morley and the Marquis of Lansdown. These, 
together with the law lords, discharge the duties, 
sometimes important, of this great assembly. It 
is probably due to the impossibility of securing 
a good attendance on all occasions that the queer 
quorum rule was adopted. Three peers, one of 
them being the Lord Chancellor, constitute a 
quorum with full power to act with the authority 
of the House on all matters. 
The House of Lords has gone to seed. If the 
noble earls and dukes are willing to attend only 
when there is an attack upon their own personal 
class interests, they thereby disclaim their public 
use as legislators for the nation.

THE RACE WITH INSANITY. 

Dr. Louis H. Mulligan, superintendent of a Ken- 
tucky asylum, forgot that they are now classi- 
fied as liars, members of the Ananias Club and 
statisticians. So he plunged into a sea of figures 
and came out with the statistical truth that in- 
sanity is increasing five times as fast as popula- 
tion. The argument, carried to its conclusion, is 
humiliating. It should cause enough consterna- 
tion to satisfy Dr, Mulligan’s fervid soul. But it 
is properly a problem for experts and alienists so 
far as its merits go. 

It should, however, incite other statisticians to 
action. Their discoveries may serve to allevi- 
ate. They might find, for instance, that in in- 
creasing 155 per cent in 30 years insanity has ex- 
actly kept pace with the price of beef and the 
tariff rate on wool. They might find that while 
insanity was increasing 155 per cent Government 
expenditures have increased 300 per cent in the 
same time. That would be comforting. It is com- 
forting, too, that corporate greed has distanced 
insanity, municipal incompetence has tied it and 
trust progress has left it at the post. 

If our statisticians prove themselves 155 per 
cent more acute and ingenious than their prede- 
cessors of a generation ago they will tell us pres- 
ently that insanity and the most superior evi- 


dences of it are running a dead heat as they ap- 
proach the wire.

William Stender Surrenders 
After Learning Conductor 
Gerkin Was Dead. 


WAITED UNTIL DINNER 


Dodged Police While Hunting 
Because He Wanted T hanks- 
giving Feast. 


~ 


The face of the man whom he be- 
lieved he had killed haunted William 


| Stender while he hunted rabbits in the 


St. Louis County woods, and was be- 
fore him at the Thanksgiving dinner 
which followed his return home. Driv- 
en to desperation by the vision which 
had made his holiday a day of torment, 
the young man left his home, at 5724 
Reber place Thursday ‘night just 
as two policemen, guided by a 
report which had grown from 
Stender’s own talk of the evening be- 
fore, calJed to arrest him. 

“I was going to the station,’’ Stender 
told them. “I wanted to eat dinner at 
home, or I would have gone before.’’ 

An autopsy, the result of which was 
reported to the Coroner Friday, showed 
that William Gerkin, the Tower Grove 
conductor who died a few hours after 
Stender had struck him in a quarrel 
abeut his fare, suffered from intersticial 
nephritis, and apparently died from that 
disease. 

Blow Did Not Affect Brain. 

So far as the autopsy showed, Sten- 
der’s blow, which fractured the con- 
ductor’s left jaw, did not cause pressure 
on the brain. No contributory cause 
was added to the diagnosis of fatal] kid- 


jney trouble. 


The Coroner’s inquest was adjourned 
after an hour’s testimony, in order to 
summon other witnesses. The chief wit- 
messes were Edward Stender, brother 
and fellow-passenger of the prisoner, 
and Virgil B. Harden of 5452 Odell ave- 
nue. Both testified to the conductor’s 
request for Stender’s fare, and Edward 
Stender said he failed to notice whether 
his brother had paid. He said the con- 
ductor twice called Stender a liar and 
“stuck out his snoot’’ at him, where- 
upon Stender ‘‘pasted him in the face.’’ 

Deputy Coroner Carriere rebuked the 
witness for his words concerning the 
dead, asking him where he had gone 
to school to learn such language. 

Harden testified that he did not hear 
the word “‘liar,’’ but that he did hear 
Gerkin ask, in what he considered a po- 
lite and proper manner, for the fare. 
In reply, he said, he heard Stender say, 
“I'll mash your jaw.”’ 
Cause of Death Uncertain. 

The deputy -coroner, after the testi- 
mony, declined to say whether he 
thought Gerkin would have died from 
kidney trouble had he not been struck. 
He said the testimony of a medical stu- 
dent, who saw Gerkin in convulsions, 
was important, as convulsions usually 
precede death from nephritis. The im- 
pression prevailed that the jury would 
find that the jaw fracture caused a 
shock, which hastened death, by aggra- 
vating the disease mentioned in the au- 
topsy report. 

The thought that this repert might 
make it easier for him with the coro- 
ner’s jury did not comfort Stender. He 
blamed himself for thre conductor's 
death, and, although he declared that 
he had the right of their dispute, he 
felt ashamed of having struck a man 
smaller than himself. 3 

“All day yesterday,’’ he told a Post- 

Dispatch reporter on his way to the 
Coroner’s inquest, “I saw that man’s 
face before me, just as he looked when 
I struck him. 
_ “Every time a rabbit ran through the 
brush, and I sighted my gun, I seemed 
to see just ahead of me that man, either 
falling as he did when I hit him, or 
lying dead on a slab. 

“A boy had told me, as I was start- 
ing out in the morning, that the con- 
ductor was dead. I hadn't supposed 
the night before that it was anything 
serious and I had told my friends at 
the pool hall about having hit the man. 
My brother Ed and Albert Jahnsen, 
who were with me on the car, had been 
telling it, too. 

“As I was going home,’ it seemed as 
if every man was a policeman or a de- 
tective, looking for me. But the worst 
thing was that conductor’s face, that 
kept coming in front of me.” 

Quarreled About Fare. 

Stender is 19 years old, 6 feet tall and 
weighs 170 pounds. He said his brother 
and Albert Jahnsen wauld bear out his 
story that he had paid his fare when 
he boarded the car downtown. His 
brother, in testifying at the inquest, was 
unable to do this. @ 

The conauctor’s story, told to his land- 
lady, was that the “big fellow’’ who 
struck him had got on the car at 
Grand avenue. 

Miss Zelma N. Dean, @aughter of a 
turnkey at the Mounted District Sta- 
tion, aided the police in getting the in- 
formation that led to the pursuit of 
Stender. She told her father of hav- 
ing seen the fight, and gave him a de- 
scription of the conductor’s assailant, 
which he telephoned to the station.

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KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 2.—For 
the first time in eight years Missouri 
defeated Kansas University’s football 
eleven in their nineteenth annual battle, 
at Association Park yesterday afternoon 
and administered to the Jayhawkers 
their first setbacx for two scasons. 
The Missouri Tigers, coached by that 
wizard from Princeton, Roper, by win- 
ning this final game, establis.ed an un- 
disputed claim to the championship of 
the Missouri Valley, and finished the 
geason with a clean record—a feat which 
no Missouri team has done since 189. 
Kansas was beaten cleanly and to 
Roper goes the credit. Missouri's su- 
premacy was shown in the first half, 
and even more forcibly demonstrated in 
the second period, when most of the 
play was in Jayhawker territory. The 
Tigers surprised even their most ardent 
admirers, and the heavy Kansans, 
whose 16-pound average heavier weight 
was expected to demolish the Missouri 
line, were thrown back time and again. 


St. Louis Roy Scores First. 
Roper’s charges did not waste strength 
at the first part of the game, but rushed 
the ball to the Jayhawker 35-yard line 
three times within the first 10 minutes 
of play, and the boot of a St. Louis boy, 
Hackney’s left foot, shot the oval 
through for field goals two out of three 
trials. 

These six points, which came so early 
in the game, as were apparently so easy 
te secure, aroused the Kansans, and 
their redoubled efforts, coupled with 
football luck, gave them their only 
score 

After several futile attempts to make 
distance through the Tiger line, John- 
son, the Kansas phenom quarterback, 
dropped back for a punt from midfield. 
The oval bounded out of bounds and 
Was recovered by Dahlene on Missou- 
ri’s 2-yard line, from where two fake 
line bucks by Pleasant earried the ball 
over for a touchdown. Pleasant caught 
the punt and kicked an easy goal, which

PATIENT'S DEATI 
CAUSES INQUIRY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEVADA, Mo., Nov. 26.—Further in- 
quiry into the mysterious death on 
Tuesday of John Riley, a patient in the 
State Hospital, was begun here today 
under the direction of Supt. J. W. Lam- 
son and it is expected that later the 
grand jury will be called into the case. 
Although it is declared that most of 
the damaging facts were concealed from 
the Coroner’s jury, Supt. Lamson §has 
obtained sufficient information to con- 
vince him that many of the attendants 
are abusive to patients, neglectful, 
drunken and inefficient. He has dis- 
charged 12 ef them in the last two 
months and believes that many more 
merit separation from the service. The 
difficulty has been to find sufficient 
proof and he believes that the investiga- 
tion will aid him in this. 

“I expect to disclose some startling 
facts which will result in the dismissal 
of. several attendants,” he said this 
morning before the inquiry started. 
Supt. Lamson is unable to understand 
why any of the attendants at the hos- 
pital should have failed to note the 
condition of Riley, whose left side was 
caved in. He asserts that when the two 
men on duty all day cannot tell when 
a man is in that condition something is 
wrong. 

State’s Attorney Ewing has been 
watching developments at the hospital 
and he believes, with Supt. Lamson that 
the facts should be laid before the 
grand jury if conditions prove to be as 
bad as represented. 

A message from Gov. Hadley says He 
has no direct information relative ‘v 
Riley’s death, but has the greatest ‘con- 
fidence in Supt. Lamson and the board 
of managers, and entertained no doubt 
but that they would discharge their full 
duty without suggestions from him.

serted, the Experts Alone 
Remaining Behind. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHERRY, IIll., Nov. 2.—The sealing 


with concrete and railroad rails of both 
the air shaft and main shaft at the 


St.Paul mine, following an all-night 
conference of Chicago firemen, county 
offi , mining experts and State min- 
ing imspectors, marks the end of the 
great Cherry. mine disaster. The mine 
will be kept cloged indefinitely for 
the purpose of smothering the stubborn 
fire, and the 204° bodies of miners in 
the third vein workings never will be 
brought to the surface. 

To test the temper of the miners 
remaining alive, Mayor Connolly al- 
lowed the saloons to be wide open 
again. Although many became intoxi- 
cated, there was no individual or con- 
certed act of violence against the coal 
company. As a result, the one remain- 
ing detachment of militia, Company C, 
from Kewanee, with Capt. Hall in com- 
mand, returned home. Sheriff Skog- 
lund was here, but left for Princeton, 
leaving a dozen deputies to guard the 
mine. 


Women Kneel in the Mud. , 


Although a hundred women wept and 
prayed at the main shaft entrance 
as workmen began to mix con- 
crete, there Was no great disorder. 
Many of the women knelt in the mud, 
praying, sobbing and begging the work- 
men not fo seal the shaft. Sisters of 
Charity and Red Cross nurses later 
succeeded in leading the heart-broken, 
ysterical widows and orphans to their 
esolate homes. . 
Federal and State mining officials will 
remain in Cherry to make daily tests 
of fire conditions with thermometers. 


'Dopending upon the results of these 


tests, the shafts may’ be unsealed in a 
week, a month or six months. 
«ollowing the exodus from town yes- 
terday of officials, experts, newspaper 
correspondents, Chicago firemen, nurses 
and the several hundred who have been 
here for two weeks, Cherry is in the 
grasp of an overpowering desolation.
